Cc, ®. Railroad Lands. 
WASHINGTON, July 22. 

Acting Secretary Muldrow bas de- 
nied a petition from the Central Pa- 
cific Railroa 1 Company, filed on May 
3d, asking the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office to be instructed 
to forthwith igsue patents to the Cen- 
tral Pacific Company for lands on the 
clear list No. 50, amounting to 194,051 
acres, lying within the Sacramento, 
Cal., land district. On March.19, 1887, 


the Commissiover ot the General Land 
Office instructed the loval land office 
at Sacramento that ‘‘nun-mineral”’ 
affidavits accompanying list No. 50, 
forwarded by the Central Pacific Com- 
pany, were not satisfactory, and re- 
quiring the company to furnish affi- 
davits substantially similar to those 
required in agricultural cases. To 
this requiremeut the railroad com- 
pany demurred and petitioned the 

retary as above state’. The Sec- 
relary, in bis decision, not only sus- 
tains the Commissioner in requiring 
an affidavit based on personal inspec- 
tion, but added the further require- 
ment that the railroad company shall 
pnblish their lists in the local news- 
papers for thirty days prior to the ap- 
proval of the affidavits of the ‘‘non- 
mineral” character of the lands se- 
lected that have hitherto been accepted 
when based on information and belief 
only. Tbe above regulation will ap- 
ply to all lists of selection now staca- 
ng in the land office. 


An Expensive Strike. 
PITTSBUKG, July 22. 
The coke strike just ended was one 
of the most stubbornly cou tested bat- 
tles ever fought betwoen capital and 
labor. For eleven weeks and four 
days the fight went on. .The amount 
of money lost in idleness cannot be 


be calculated, but it reaches millions. 
When the strike begun four-fifths of 
the wen iu the region bad money of 
their own, bnt few of them now bave 
money enough to take them out of 
the district if they wanted to go. The 
operators are all heavy losers. The 
pumps have been kept runring at all 
the pits, and the pit and yard bosses, 
superintendents and clerks have been 
drawing their salaries, and the mules 
getting fat on oats and + Bee they 
id “not earn. At Wes’ Leisenying, 
where the Pinkerton men have been 
stationed, the expenses have been 
over $1.000 a day sinee the strike he- 
gan, and besides, the ovens have be- 
eome badly ont of repair. Fally a 
‘third of them all over the region will 
have to be overhauled before coal can 
be putintothem. Then, too, the coke 
trade has fallen off and it will take 
time and moriey to builditup. It 1s 
estimated that the actual expense to 
the operators has been from $700,000 
to $1,000,000, while their loss entire 
will foot up over a million dollars.
